Last Year, Is Report 
Washington.—Lives of 24,500 bables 
in the United States were saved last 
year as a result of the work of vari- 
ous agencies for child and maternal 
care, the children’s bureau of the De- 
Ourtment of Labor reports. 

The infant mortality rate was the 
lowest in the history of the United 
States, the bureau states through its 
chief, Miss Grace Abbott. 

The estimate of the babies saved ts 
based on the death rate prevailing in 
1921, before the Sheppard-Towner bill 
providing for state and federal care 
for mothers and infants was passed. 
According to the bufeau’s figures, the 
1928 baby has just twice the chance 
of living out his first year that a 
baby born tn 1921 bed.

U. S. Health Institute 
Is Proposed in Bill 


Washington.—A national nstitute 
of health, to be under the administra- 
ion _of. thé surgeon generat of the 
‘United States, would be established 
fp the District of Cotumbia at an ap- 
Proximate cost of $1,000,000 under the 
terms of a bill just introduced in the 
house by Representative John J. Kin- 
dred (Dem., N. ¥.). ‘ 

Kindred’s bill would authorize the 
secretary of the treasury to select a 
site and purchase-it and to arrange 
for the erection of suitable buildings 
in which study, investigation and re- 
search work in human diseases could 
be suitably carried out. 

Arrangements would be made 
whereby fellowships could be estab- 
lished and any individual scientists 
given such fellowships would be ap- 
peinted for duty in the institute and 
would be accorded the facilities of 
the hygienic laboratory. 

Gifts to the institute from philan- 
thropists would be accepted by the 
United States government, invested in 
United States securities and the in- 
come therefrom used for the institute 
work. 

Kindred's bill also provides for an 
authorization of $200,000 a year for 
five. years to. construct new and en- 
larged quarters for the hygienic lab- 
oratory.
